WHY KEEP OLD HENS? 


In discussing methods of increasing 
egg production, F. C. Elford, Domin- 
ion Poultry Husbandman, asks the 
very pertinent question, “why keep 
old hens?” He provides the answer 
by citing official figures from tests 
conducted by the Experimenatl Farms 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture that when 
pullets are tested against hens the 
average yearly profit over cost of feed 
is, for the pullet $3.35 and for the hen 
$1.66; presented in another way, it 
costs 20 cents to produce one dozen 
eggs through pullets as against a 
peh-dozen cost of 35 cents with old 
hens, It is also pointed out that it 
takes 60 eggs to pay for the cost of 
the bird, and any pullet or hen which 
doesn’t lay at least this number is 
just a bill of expense, There are a 
number of good ways to getting hens 
that will lay a profit over their cost 
and keep.

Warns against cutting brush. 

It isa great mistake for farmers 
to cut all the brush on their farms, 
says Mr. Dumvill. He points out 
that in many parts of the province, 
soil-drifting is now becoming a very 
grave menace to the owners of farms. 
If clumps of brush were left here 
and there the winds could not get a 
clear sweep at the tap soil and 
spread it all over. When a man 
buys a farm he really pays for the 
few inches of rich loam on the top 
which grows him his crops Ina 
windy country like Alberta, in the 
spring several inches of this valuable 
top soil may be Jost in one season if 
it is not protected by plenty of 
moisture or clumps of brush. 

He also believes moisture would 
be conserved by drifting snow if 
there were wind-breaks to hold it 
from blowing away In travelling 
up and down Alberta at this time of 
the year he noticed the grass was 
green behind the snow fenees con- 
structed by the government to pro- 
tect the roads in the winter, 

Mr. Dumvill is visiting the prov- 
ince in the interests of the Jersey 
breed which is rapidly gaining in 
Alberta, due to the hardiness of 
these animals and the economical 
manner in which they produce 
butterfat. He called at the home 
of Stewart Tighe and admired the 
cows he saw there. It will not -be 
long according to Mr. Dunivill 
until every fariner will be milking a 
herd of Jersey cows as they save 
time in feeding, milking, separating
